Future of Football 


Will professional football eclipse college 
football in the same manner professional base- 
ball overshadowed college baseball? In the 
opinion of Dr. Arthur H. Compton, University 
of Chicago physicist, it will. He gives this as 
the primary reason for dropping of intercolle- 
giate football by that school. 

Dr. Compton expresses the opinion college 
football has been overprofessionalized for the 
last 10 years and that, when Chicagoans want 
to see a football game today, they go to a pro- 
fessional game. Of course, there is small won- 
der at this in view of the teams which Chicago 
U. has been putting on the field for the last 
few years, yet he raises an interesting question. 

College football certainly has been put on 
a more realistic basis within the last 10 years, 
but it is entirely probable this realism has 
ironed out abuses previously hidden. But it 
cannot be denied the pressure in college foot- 
ball has been slowly building through the years 
and today the traditional rivalries count far 
less than schedules along the bow! pattern. 

Georgia is a case at point. There is an 
athletic deficit. Comparatively poor teams and 
weak schedules are blamed. But it is hoped 
to wipe out the deficit by playing a stronger 
schedule with a stronger team, thereby increas- 
ing the drawing power and the annual reve- 
nues. The new schedules start next year and 
probably the next two or three years will deter- 
mine whether the school will continue that 
course, or whether it will have to turn back 
to playing home-town schedules on a home- 
town budget. 

Of course, in the south, colleges have not 
yet faced-competition from professional teams, 
although they probably will by this fall. How- 
ever, there is a factor in the south which would 
Minimize professional] competition. Stadia are 
smaller. Alumni groups are more. closely 
molded and team interest generally is kept at 
a peak without undue pressure. Generally 
speaking, more persons want to see the bigger 
games than there are seats available, and this 
overflow well could be converted to professional 
ball without necessarily hurting the college 
sport. 

But, for the nation as a whole, college foot- 
ball has kept well ahead of professiona] football 
by showmanship, by terrific schedules and by 
creating a “school spirit” among fans who never 
have entered the sacred portals of dear old 
Siwash. It will be hard to overcome this, but 
it must be expected many other colleges wij] 


required—to place greater emphasis upon con- 
servation. 

The agricultural wealth of the United States, 
as represented in the fertility of its farm acres, 
is rapidly being depleted. Erosion has left great 
gullies in many areas while it is only necessary 
to witness the color of the rivers that flow into 
American seas, to realize how fast they are 
carrying the rich topsoils away. 

Of special interest to the south is the an- 
nouncement by the Farm Security Administra- 
tion that no farm purchase or rehabilitation 
loans will be extended to tenants or sharecrop- 
pers without provision for crop diversification 
and rotation. One-crop farming will be barred 
from such loans. , 

Likewise, in order to lessen misuse of land 
by short-term tenants, the FSA will seek long- 
er-term and better-written farm leases for its 
borrowers. 

And, through the AAA crop control pro- 
grams, larger subsidy checks will be forth- 
coming for the farmers who use desirable con- 
servation methods in their farming, than for 
those who do not thus co-operate. 

Much progress in educating farmers in the 
need of reforestation and soil conservation has 
been made in recent years, but there is much 
more yet to be done. 

Only when every public agency, official and 
private, is united in the campaign, can there 
be hope that the wastage of farm fertility in 
this country will come to an end. 


Must Learn the Rules 


Aviatrix Laura Ingalls evidently landed her- 
self into more trouble than she anticipated by 
taking that pamphlet-dropping flight over 
Washington in behalf of the ‘‘Women’s National 
Committee To Keep the United States Out of 
War.’ In so doing she revealed a serious lack of 
knowledge of civil air regulations and, because 
of this, the Civil Aeronautics Authority has 
ordered suspension of her pilot certificate until 
she can show, by passing the proper examina- 
tions, that she is fully acquainted with these 
rules designed to promote the safety of aviation 
in this country 

Among the rules which, by. her Washington 
flight or subsequent admissions, Miss Ingalls 
proved: she did not know are the following: 

Flight within a quarter-mile of an area of 
downtown Washington which includes. the 
Union Station, the Capitol, the Naval hospital 
and the White House is prohibited. 

A solo pilot certificate holder is prohibited 
from piloting an aircraft for hire. (Miss Ingalls, 
holder of such a certificate, argued at her hear- 
ing that her livelihood depended upon con- 
tinued possession of this certificate.) 

Now, Miss Ingalls must learn, and prove she 
knows, all portions of the civil air regulations 
dealing with aircraft certificates, pilot ratings 
and air traffic. When she has done this her 
solo pilot certificate will be returned, but she 
will still be subject to the regulation prohibiting 
holders of these certificates from operating for 
hire. 

It is apparent Miss Ingalls, despite her con- 
Siderable flying fame, will have to secure a 
commercial pilot license if, as she claims, her 
livelihood depends upon her flying activity. 

Perhaps what is needed is a “National Com- 
mittee To Keep Aviatrices Out of Trouble with 
Officialdom.”’

| Editorial of the Day 


THE STATES MOVE TO END TARIFF WALLS 
(From The Philadelphia Inquirer.) 

It is good news that at least 43 states are to 
get together during the next few weeks on plans 
for breaking down their barriers to interstate 
trade. 

The first conference, set for January 5 in Buf- 
falo, will include representatives of Pennsylvania 
and six other states. They will try to reach an 
agreement on legislation to end discrimination 
against out-of-state beverages. 

A little later, Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
will hold a special conference of their own to de- 
vise a plan for lowering all tariff walls that hinder 
commerce between them. 

The Council of State Governments also re- 
ports arrangements for a series of sectional con- 
ferences to consider the whole subject and make 
recommendations to legislatures. 

It is encouraging to find so many states real- 
izing the growing extent of this evil and moving 
to abolish it. They are acting not a bit too soon, 
for if this system of trade walls were allowed to 
continue, it might develop into a serious threat 
against our present form of federal government. 

When a state sets up a ring of “custom houses” 
and “ports of entry” to tax “imports” from other 
states, including such trifles as cartons of cigarets 
purchased for individual use, as in the case of 
New York, it is running directly counter to the 
spirit of the federal constitution if not its letter. 

For the framers of the constitution sought to 
prevent this very thing by the provision that “no 
state shall, without the consent of congress, lay 
any impost or duties on imports or exports” ex- 
cept those absolutely necessary for executing its 
inspection laws. 

The exception may serve as an excuse for some 
state restrictions, but it is hard to see how it can 
serve to justify arrests of New Yorkers bringing 
in cigarets from New Jersey to escape a new tax. 

In their own interest the states should abolish 
the obstacles they have set up to the free and 
profitable exchange of their products. It is to be 
hoped that the forthcoming conferences will pro- 
duce some prompt and definite action to this end. 


In the domestic field, the budget takes the lead. Shortly after 
the message on the state of the Union will come the special budget 
message. Where the message on the state of the Union is reported 
to be kindly and conciliatory in its tone toward congress and its 
references to internal questions, the betting is that the budget mes- 
sage will be decidedly tough. The President is hopping mad at what 
he regards as ill-informed criticism of his financial policies, par- 
ticularly such Republican criticism as that of Senator Robert A. Taft,

The watchword is that these attacks are mere “half-truths.” The 
President will reply by putting what he regards as the whole truth 
on the record, and grimly asking his attackers to do better. In the 
White House circle the message is described as “educational rather 
than provocative,” but it may be said that the model for this type 
of education is rubbing the little dog’s nose in his overturned dish. 


LOOKING ABROAD The strategy behind the two messages is 
different for foreign and domestic prob- 
lems. In the field of foreign affairs, the President wants above all 
to retain the newly-won confidence of congress and the country. 
Legislative authorization is not required for most of his moves in 
the foreign field, and his careful forthcoming exposition of the in- 
ternational situation and his policies with regard to it is primarily 
intended to soothe opposition and banish remaining distrust. 
Aid for Finland and renewal of the trade agreements act are the 
two issues which will have to be passed on by congress, At least 
in the matter of aid for Finland, the President will follow the prece- 
dents set in the neutrality fight, carefully consulting all groups in 
the Democratic party, giving his congressional leaders broad dis- 
cretion, and avoiding the dragooning tactics of the past. He has 
decided, very wisely, that foreign policy is one field where the con- 
sent of virtually all shades of opinion is a vital preliminary to action. 
In handling domestic questions, the Presi-

gegeral consent is obyiously not attainable, and in any case he cares 
little for it. He only wants his plans to be approved, if possible, 
without. starting another intramural row in the Democratic party. 

With this in mind, he has reverted to his old trick of letting 
congress feel what responsibility is like. The cuts in the budget are 
very deep. If the legislators cannot conquer their usual aversion 
to stinginess in a campaign year, it will be necessary either to levy 
new taxes or to remove the present limitation of $45,000,000,000 on 
the federal debt. Congress can take its choice between accepting 
the President’s budget or one of the two disagreeable alternatives3 

Broadly speaking, the President’s plan for handling domestic is- 
sues is to make congress do the work, compromise where absolutely 
necessary, and if possible avoid any knock-down, drag-outs fights. 
The motive for this novel mildness of spirit is, of course, the Presi- 
dent’s desire to bring his party into the election in first-class shape. 
As most Democrats share this desire, and as all Republicans must 
think of politics first between now and next November, the Presi- 
dent’s plan of walking warily may well succeed. As of this writing, 
the likeliest prospect for a really good show during the coming ses- 
sion are long-shot bets, like a sudden disturbance in our relations 
with Japan, followed by a drive for an anti-Japanese embargo.

Thomas E. Dewey may not be wise enough to be president, and 
his speeches, like those of other candidates, may be largely the work 
of his advisers, but in his first campaign address he presented one 
of the chief issues in simple and convincing terms that revealed 
sound thinking by somebody. 

“It is the duty of national government to perform its social 
Obligations,” said he, “and I believe this administration has sin- 
cerely attempted to fulfill these obligations. But that is only half 
the job, The other half is to maintain, to encourage, the economic 
system which supports the government and makes performance of 
social obligations possible.” 

In other words, it is the duty of a government to care for its 
people; it can’t do the job without money; it can get the money 
only by taxation; and it can’t get tax money unless it encourages 
people to make money. 

Many of us have preached that truth year after year, repeating 
again and again: “It is the first duty of government to help business 
in every way possible.” 

That truth seemed so obvious that a child should have under- 
stood it: yet the preaching of it wasn’t popular, for people:had been 
taught to regard business as some kind of outlaw dragon that de- 
voured the poor. 

All reformers must have something to blame for the country’s 
woes. And this something must be a thing. to which the majority 
are not attached. The natural thing in time of depression was to 
blame a vague something called business, and teach people to fear 
and hate it. One young New Deal leader even went so far as to 
say: “A business man and a crook are the same thing.” 

Well, who are these é men who are so vile. They are 
about twelve million in number, and they deliver your morning milk 
and your newspaper; provide for you a grocery store, a filling sta- 
tion, a beauty parlor, a drug store—in fact, all of the stores that 
supply you, and the factories that provide a payroll for your town. 
Our civilization could not last thirty days without them. 

Moreover, they provide most of the tax money to pay the enor- 
mous costs of government, and eventually they must pay back the 
money borrowed by the government to finance its experiments, 

When business is good, times are good; when business is bad, 
times are bad. And bad times mean hard sledding for all of us. 

By choking business and borrowing money to feed the jobless, 
you can be a good fellow; but the natural way is to help business 
and let it provide the jobs and the profits to make us all prosper.
